Reasons for allowance 


2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claim 25, the prior art of Jones (US 6,509,876), Sward (US 
2003/0210199), Vanderhelm (US 6,847,830), Johnson (US 6,524,122) and Alpert (US 
5,841,628) discloses a torsion spring. But the above prior art of record, however, fail to disclose 
or render obvious "A personal computer memory card international association card comprising: 
a housing mountable in a personal computer; an antenna reciprocatable in and out of said 
housing; and a torsion spring mounted in said housing, said spring including a coiled portion and 
an arm coupled to said coiled portion, said arm extending along a length of said housing and to 
stay in sliding spring biased contact with said reciprocating antenna with its functions as 
specified in the claim.
